[TABLE APPOINTMENTS OF OLD 


T ba not until the thirteenth century that 

table appointments as we know them to- 

day performed any part in a banquet. 

At that date plates came into use, but 

only sparingly, fer one plate served for two 

» who were thus paired off; and table. 

cloths vps also then considered requisites. 

After a meal, it was the custom fo remove 

the cloth and make use of the same table 
for amusements. 

Jt was a long time before earthenware plates 
were used at table. Poor people ate off 
-wooden plates and took their soup and porridge 
from wooden bowls, The middle classes used 
pewter; the very rich ate off silver plates. 
Silver dishes and silver dish-covers still hold 
their high place in the esteem of the wealthy; 
but the “pewter plates of the great bulk of the 
middie classes are now almost curiosities, so 
completely, within remembrance, have they 
been superseded by inexpensive earthenwere. 

From a very early period table knives had 
a similar form to that now in use. in go far 
as they consisted of a wide and long blade 
firmly fixed in a handle. There were carving 
knives, bread knives to cut the slives of bread 
that were used to place the portion of each 
guest upon, instead of plates. As the art of 
carving has ever been looked upon as au ac- 
complishment, we cannot be surprised that 
considerable care has always been expended 
upon the means required. We gather from 
old inventories that knives were spoken of in 
pairs in the same way as we now mention a 
case or set of them. A pair of knives com- 
prised not only two carving knives. but a 
bread knife to cut the, indispensable slices of 
bread. and several smaller knives for game 
and poultry. 

Perhaps the earliest mention of forks occurs 
in an inventory of articles belonging to King 
Edward 1. They did not come into use till 
the thirteenth century. Before that date 
people showed their good breeding in the 


manner in which they ate with their parts, 
with the aid of a knife only, as we still do in 
the matter of bread and cheese. At first forks 
appear to have been intended to be used in 
eating fruit only, probably to be quit of the 
issomfort of staining the fingers. We read 
of three silver forks for eating pears; and 
again, “a small fork of gold for eating mul- 
berrics.’” They were small and h two 
prongs, and were richly ornamented, as be- 
came articles of luxury. 

Old spoons had rounder bowls than those 
now in use, and their stems wero short, Salt 
cellars wore placed on the table at a very 
early period, and they have always been a 

medium for the display of artistic taste. They 
were formerly furnished with covers, as mus- 
tard pots still are, 

Cups and goblets also furnished @ consider- 
able part of the array on the table in old 
times, especially in high places. When a cup 
had a cover, a stem, and a foot, it became a 
goblet, and if large a “hanap.” The latter 
was considered the cup of honour. At one 
time two persons drank out of the same 
vessel, just as two ate from the same plate. 

Instead of dessert, or fruit, spices and 
sweetmeats were formerly partaken of after- 
wards. These were presented in richly orna- 
mented receptacles, on trays or stands, in 
great varieties of forms. They were some. 
times made of gold, 

As time passed by, good table linen became 
much esteemed. Some of the napery for 
dressers and buffets was bordered with velvet 


and gold and fringed with silk ; and the white. 


linen cloths for dining- tables were woven with 
representations of flowers, trees, animals, 
heraldic devices, and other objects, as in the 
present day.

This 
nobleman ‘‘ missed no opportunity of 
showing the low opinion he held of the 
intellect of officers, or his conception of the 
rank and file as a rowdy, licentious 
body.” So much was his attitude resented 
by the Army that a certain Colonel told 
the author that his regiment would rather 
do without new Colours than receive them 
at the hands of the Viceroy. Indeed, a 
crack cavalry regiment, incensed at a 
punishment inflicted at the instance of 
Lord Curzon, hissed as it passed him at 
the saluting base during the Coronation 
ceremonies in honour of King Edward. 

General Smith-Dorrien is one of the 
first to give a full account of the Fashoda 
incident. On this occasion he met Man- 

in, then a subordinate in the French 

rmy. During the Boer War our author 
captured vb at Paardeberg on the 
dawn of Majuba Da This campaign 
he describes rather fully. Several of the 
Boer leaders expressed themselves as ad- 
verse to both the war and Kruger, but 
were determined, nevertheless, to fight it 
out. After this war the General advo- 
cated more efiective musketry drill, with 
the result that so perfect was the British 
infantry mau im sapid firing that during 
the early days of the Great War the 
yGermans were quite at sea as to the 
paucity of machine-guns in the first Ex- 
peditionary Force. 

General Smith-Dorrien did not see eye 
to eye with Lord French in August, 1914, 
when the latter issued an order that 
ammunition or impedimenta not abso- 
lutely required should be unloaded, and 
officers and men carried to the full capa- 
city of the transport. The order was 
countermanded by Sir Horace, but Lord 
French refused to accept the counter- 
mand. However, Sir Henry Wilson stated 
over the telephone at this stage that 
General Smith-Dorrien was the first cheer- 
ful person to whom he had spoken for 
days. The author had intended to end 
this narrative with the outbreak of the 
Great War, but he maintains in a preface 
that he owes a duty to his old command, 
the Second Corps, to speak of its doings. 
General von Kluck has allowed him to 
reproduce his view that the Expeditionary 
Force was ‘‘ the wonderful kernei of a 
great army,” and that he had tried hard 
to outflank it, but had failed.

Dr. Preston Rall referred to the great boon 
that wireless was in, the interests. of public 
health, and its educational value. 

Mr. Hill referred to the advantages that 
would accrue in regard to technical instruc 
tion from a local acheme. 

Mr. Walsh, in reply, said that the demands 
for a broadcasting scheme here were becom- 
ing more and more insistent. Personally, he 
never had any doubts as to.the necessity for 
a scheme for the Free Strte,, The Dail some 
time ago passed a resolution that such a 
scheme must be a State enterprise. As a re- 
sult, his Department had drawn up a. scheme 
which was at present before the Minister for 
Finance. Until that Minister's decision was 
known his hands were tied. 1 

This scheme was a fairly comprehensive one, 
and would involve an annual. loss of about 
£10,000, decreasing in three or four years. 
The total expenditure would be about 
£30,000, including, of course, the cost of sup- 
plementary stations. 

Mr. Mangan then suggested, as the Royal 
Dublin Society had expressed willingness to 
do anything in their power to further broad- 
casting, and as the public interest was 
largely aroused by the proposal, this con- 
stituted a case for the Minister putting before 
the Government and the Dail that « broad- 
casting scheme was really a matter for private 
enterpriae. as opposed to State control The 
Royal Dublin Society, he said, were eminently 
suited to undertake such a scheme. —.

Experience proves that, -in ,the execution 
of work. dimensions, shown on plans have 
sometimes to be increased. Other works will 
become necessary, owing to a variety of cir- 
cumstances; but, im this «ase, all such must 
be meesured up ‘ant paid for, though under 
other conditions mach of the work could be 
included in a contract. In such cases the 
total cost is an unknown quantity. Engineers 
and. contractors like orders for work to. be 
based on a schedule of prices. In such cases 
the engineer can hurry up with the plans. 
knowing that all omissions and defects will 
be discovered, corrected and paid for without 
disturbing the agreemen:, while the con. 
tractor is always: secure, knowing that he 
will be paid at remunerative rates for every 
yard of material and every hour of labour 
expended om the work. Let us have the 
Shannon scheme and make it a success; but, 
before a sod is turned, the State should have 
guarantees, within reasonable limits, of the 
amount that it must pay for success.—Yours,

PROFIT OF £6,000 A MONTH, 


When a ‘deputation from the Belfast 
Chamber of Trade visited the Belfast Cor- 
rere gasworks yesterday they were in- 
orm’ that the capacity of the works was 
thirteen million eubic feet of gas per day, 
that the net working profit is £6,000 per 
month, and that in the past filteen years the 
manufacture of gas has increased by 70 per 
cant. 

The deputation also visited the chemical 
department, where the by-products. are 
treated. From these products, which, without 
the chemical works, would go (6 waste, there 
are produced thirty articles, ranging from coal 
tar .iteh to benzol motor spirit, and from 
carbolic powder to sulphate of ammonia. 

Councillor McLauren, a member of the Gas 
Committee, stated that the output last year 
was two million cubic feet more then in -the 
previous year. Since Mr, Smith, the sent 
manager, came to Belfast, they had spent 
£576,000 oh improvements at the gásworks, 
and the fast new holder that had been erected 
cost £156,000. Where the credit to Mr. Smith 
came in was in the fact that they did not

Northern Finance. 


Yesterday was Budget day in Belfast, 
and Mr, H. M. Pollock, the Minister for 
Finance in the Northern Parliament, gave 
an admirably clear account of the financial 
position. Under the Government of Ire- 
land Act the two Irish States were ex- 
pected to make annual contributions to 
the Imperial Exchequer, based on the 
expenditure and receipts of the period. 
Since 1920, however, the whole financial 
position has changed completely. Infla- 
tion has been stopped; taxation has been 
reduced considerably, and the restora- 
tion of the gold standard has brought the 
people of these islands almost within 
sight of pre-war conditions. When His 
Majesty’s Government decided that the 
Government of Northern Ireland should 
pay an annual contribution of £8,000,000. 
it made no allowance for the rise in 
the money or for the fall 
in taxation. At the end of 1922 Mr. 
Baldwin set up the Colwyn Committee to 
adjudicate on the whole matter. A basis 
of contribution arranged in an 
interim report, and in the final report, 
which was issued recently, this basis was 
stabilised for a period of five years. Hence- 
forward Northern Ireland will contribute 
the excess of her revenue over her expendi- 
ture to the British Treasury. The year 
1923-1924 has been taken as the standard 
year, and increases or decreases of expendi- 
ture will be reckoned in the future on 
that standard. For the time being the 
Imperial Government will continue to pay 
the cost of the Special Constabulary.

The finances of Northern Ireland seem to 
be in a healthy condition. Last year revenue 
reached £11,529,000, or £350,000 more than 
Mr. Pollock’s estimate, and the year ended 
with a surplus of £151,000 over and above 
the £3,472,000 which went to the British 
Exchequer. The principal reason for this 
improved result was the fact that the 
Northern Treasury received two windfalls 
in the shape of death duties. The esti- 
mates for the present year, of course, are 
affected seriously by the new provisions 
of the British Budget, which will have 
the effect of reducing Northern revenue by 
a considerable sum. Mr. Pollock, has 
budgetted for a revenue of £10,805,000 rs 
against an expenditure of £8,022,000, 
leaving a gross surplus of £2,783,000 to Le 
devoted to the Imperial contribution and 
unforeseen emérgencies. These figures take 
no account of the new pensions scheme, 
which so far does not apply to Northern 
Ireland; but Mr. Pollock suggests that he 
introduce new legislation in the 
autumn which will put Northern Ireland 
on all fours—or very nearly on al] fours— 
with Great Britain in this respect. He 
declared also that, in his opinion, the 


will 


reforms could be financed by Northern 
Ireland out of her own resources. At 
present Northern Ireland has a slight 


advantage over the Free State in the 
matter of pensions, inasmuch as the ten 
shilling rate is maintained. for octo- 
genarians. If Mr. Pollock is as good as 
his word, however, the people of the North 
will be in a vastly better position; and 
next year Mr. Blythe will be faced with a 
problem which will have political, as well 
as economic, reactions. | 

All Ministers who spoke yesterday 
advocated the maintenance of British 
standards in Northern Ireland. We 
always have held that neither the Free 
State nor its neighbour should aim wó 
high. British standards of expenditure 
are too great for a country of Ireland's 
size. The wealth per head of the British 
people is far larger than that of the 
Irish on either side of the border, and any 
attempt to keep Irish finance on the 


British level must lead in the long run to 


economic embarrassment. We have learned 
our lesson in the Free State. Salaries 
which at first were based on British pre- 
cedent have been, and are being, reduced. 
Staffs have been cut down everywhere; all 
expenditure that is not vital has been 
vetoed, and the process is continuing. 
Northern Ireland continues to spend too 
much. The whole system of government 
could be simplified with considerable finan- 
cial benefit to the country, and the money 
which would be saved in this way could 
be devoted to the admirable schemes of 
social reform which Sir James Craig and 
his colleagues have inaugurated. No 
Government. could have administered the 
existing system in Northern Ireland more 
economically or more efficiently than it 
has been administered. The system, not 
the Government, is at fault. . Excellent 
work has been done in every department. 
Law and order have been restored out of 
chaos. Education has been put on an ex- 
tremely high plane. Liquor reform has 
been attained, and a dozen other con- 
structive works are in progress. Reform of 
the cumbersome machinery with which 
Northern Ireland is saddled would be a 
simple matter, but it would put the coping 
stone on an edifice of solid achievement 
that compels the admiration of all fair- 
minded men. 


The Drainage Problem. 

Years ago an Irish member at, West- 
minster objected to the River Bann’s ‘‘ being 
thrown down on the floor of the House 
and made a bone of contention.’’ At last 
the drainage of the Bann is to be under- 
taken. In the Northern Parliament Sir 
James Craig has promised that his Govern- 
ment will take “immediate initial steps ' 
towards that end. The undertaking is a 
large one. In 1906 the probable cost of 
drainage was estimated at £76,000, and 
at modern rates the sum involved can be 
hardly less than £140,000. Drainage works 
on an equably large scale are required in 
the Free State; for the Shannon, the 
Barrow and the Slaney overflow their 
banks and flood the neighbouring lands 
as often as the Bann. A bill to provide 
for arterial drainage throughout the Free 
State has been introduced in Dail Btreann, 
The Government proposes that, where 
drainage schemes are necessary, funds 
shall be: advanced by the Ministry «cf 
Finance, the County Councils and the Cont- 
missioners. of Public Works; and that, 
when the works aré completed, the occupiers 
whose lands are benefited shall pay the 
cost of the “undertaking by instalments 
under an annuity system. This is virtually 
the same process as that by which tenants 
were enabled to buy out their land. The 
principle involved is sound: it is that of 
helping people to help themselves. In 
times past the notion was prevalent that 
it was the business of the State to make 
free presents to the citizens, but self- 
government is disabusing the nation of 
this error. Cases have been known where 
farmers improved fields and strengthened 
the banks of rivers by removing rocks 
from the path of the plough and depositing 
them beside the stream, and, after thus 
improving their own property, asked the 
State to pay them something for their 
troubie. The Free State Government has 
not the means, even if it had the will, 
to play the fairy godmother. Never- 
theless, the thorough drainage of the 
country may involve, in places, engineer- 
ing works which, not unreasonably, may 
be charged to the State. In the case of 
the Shannon, drainage of the basin will 
be effected by the Siemens-Schuckert 
that ambitious proposal is 
carried and the Government 
intends to make the landholders re- 
sponsible for the improvement of their 


scheme, . if 
through ; 


property. In such cases it would be un- 
reasonable to expect farmers to shoulder 
the capital expense of operations which 
wi! bring benefit to the whole community ; 
but it would be only fair to levy on land 
which is relieved from floods a drainage 
rate to pay portion of the cost of mainten- 
ance and repair. The Irish Governments 
are faced in their first years of existence 
with the need for enormous works of con- 
struction and reconstruction. The best 
possible use will be made of their slender 
resources if they apply, not to drainage 
only, but to housing, road-making and all 
other large works, the principle of helping 
patriotic bodies and individuals who show 
themselves ready to share responsibility. 


Emigration from Italy. 


Ireland accepts emigration as a neces- 
sary evil, and both Irish Governments 
hope that, with the gradual development 
of this country’s resources, the necessity 
may cease to exist. In Italy the problem 
is regarded with the Latin race’s 
characteristic lack of sentiment. There 
emigration is a permanent necessity ; for 
Italy's powers of absorption are limited, 
and with every new year she must make 
provision for half a million new in- 
habitants. The control of emigration in 
the best interests of the emigrants and of 
the mother-country is, therefore, under 
all Governments, an important part of 
the national policy. Before the war the 
great majority of Italian emigrants found 
homes in North or South America; and 
to-day New York is the greatest Italian 
city in the world. Now, however, the whole 
nature of Italy’s emigration problem is 
changed. Of her 400,000 emicrants in 
1924 only some thirty-two per cent. crossed 
the ocean. South America’s demand for 
unskilled labour has declined steadily in 
recent years. The United States has re- 
duced the emigrant quota for Italy from 
42,000 to 3,845. Canada, Brazil and 
Australia t»-e adopted exclusive immigra- 
tion policies. The Argentine welcomes 
only skilled handicraftsmen and _ ex- 
perienced agricultural labourers. A writer 
in The Times describes the Italian Govern- 
ment’s efforts to overcome the difficulties 
of the new situation. Last year a large 
part of the human tide was diverted to 
French territory, with the result that in 
the French Protectorate of Tunis there 
are now about 100,000 colonists of. Italian 
origir as against 45,000 of French origin ; 
and already the French Colonial Office 
regards the invasion with some alarm. 
The Italian Government is planning 
colonisation schemes for Bolivia, Chile, 
South Russia and other regions; but the 


chief feature of its new policy is a well- 


organised scheme to raise the standard of 
education among emigrants. It has in- 


| 


stituted technical courses and has estab- 
lished travelling professorships, with the 
object of evolving a type of emigrant to 
which all countries, including the United 
States, will give a ready welcome. In the 
Free State we prepare boys and girls for 
the larger world by teaching them the 
Irish languag>. 


Ten Years Ago. 


At about half-past three on the after- 
noon of May 7th, 1915, the late Mr. Cook, 
of the Board of Irish Lights, brought to 
thi- office a telegram which he had re- 
ceived, five minutes previously, from the 
Roard’s light-keeper at the Old Head of 
Kinsale. It announced, “in twenty words, 
one of the greatest crimes of the Great 
war—the sinking of the Lusitania. Home- 
ward bound from New York, with 1,959 
people on board, of whom 440 were women 
and children, the Lusitania was torpedoed 
without warning by the German submarine 
U20. She sank within twenty minutes 
and 1,198 of her passengers and crew lost 
their lives. No other ship was near the 
scene, and the survivors owed their escape 
to the smooth state of the water. Ger- 
many struck a meda] to commemorate this 
magnificent achievement of her murder- 
craft; but her joy was as short-lived as 
her policy had been short-sighted. The 
sinking of the Lusitania was the critical 
incident of the war, since, more than any 
other, it determined the intervention cf 
the United States. Much has happened 
in the last ten years, and the world has 
declared an amnesty of many things; but 
thi; callous crime against civilisation 
will not be forgotten in Ireland so long as 
the recovered bodies of the Lusitanias 
dead sleep on Irish soil. Lieutenant- 
Commander Schwieger, its direct author, 
did not survive the war. He escaped when 
U 20 was lost on the Danish coast in 
November, 1916, but met his doom ten 
months later, when U 28 struck a British 
mine and perished with all hands.

GOOD PORTRAITURE. 


MISS EVA HAMILTON’S 
EXHIBITION. 


Admirers of good portrait painting will find 
much to please them in the exhibition of Miss 
Eva Hamilton’s work at 7 St. Stephen’s 
Green, Dublin. Miss Hamilton also has on 
view some of her landscape pictures. 

The portraits are in oils, water-colour and 
nastel. They are interesting to study and 
pleasant to leok upon. 

There will be general agreement that Miss 
Hamilton's picture in oils of the Right Rev. 
James Macmanaway, Bishop of Clogher (6), is 
ameng the best of this year’s Dublin- 
exhibited portraits. It is an excellent like- 
ness, giving a very pleasant impression of 
the subject. The Bishop is pictured in his 
robes, of which the scarlet and white are 
cleverly handled by the artist, who has 
succeeded to admiration with the sleeves, 
which are really white. The portrait is to 
he added to the gallery in the Palace at 
Enniskillen of the eighteen Bishops of 
Clogher, from the time of “ Fighting ” Lesley. 

The water-colour drawing portraits of Judge 
Bodkin (35) and Mrs. Bodkin (35) are a 
heautiful pair of pictures, In 26 we find a 
portrait of an wear pretty girl in a 
cerise tea gown. In this there are to be 
admired the perfect hang of the draperies, 
and especially the treatment of the girl's fair 
hair. Miss Hamilton in this exhibition lives 
vp to her reputation as a sympathetic. painter 
oi pretty children. “Miss Erica Greer’’ 
(34), in water-colours, is of the best 
portraiture that the artist has yet done in 
that medium. The pose of the little girl, with 
the tree background, is attractive, and the 
expression is quite winsome. ‘‘ Jock Colley’ 
(18) has a merry boyish twinkle in the eyes, 
and “A good little girl’’ (11) is just what it 
is named. <A picture of a mother and child 
(15) is very true to life. The water-colour 
group of children (32), with the lovely bit 
of the Lifley valley stretching away behind, 
is another picture te admire. There is good 
pastel on in the portrait (19) of the 
daughter of General Sir Oliver Nugent. 

In the landscape section there are pictured 
scenes from a ale Italy and from County 
Siigo. The most interesting of the landscapes 
in a reproduction in oils of a woodland scene 
in the demesne of Sir Oliver Nugent, near 
Oldcastie. One feels that one would like to 
loll among the bluebells beneath these 
beautiful trees. 


EX-SERVICE MEN’S RENTS. 


PRESIDENT TO BE ASKED TO 
REQUEST AN INQUIRY. 

A meeting of the British Legion. Southern 
Irish Area Council, held in Dublin on 
Wednesday, discussed a report that a number 
of tenants of ex-Servicemen’s houses in 
Dublin City and County, who were with- 
holding rents or paying provisional rents 
pending a readjustment of the charges, had 
received notices to quit. 

The question of rentals is the subject of 
negotiations between the Legion and the 
Housing Trust. A. general statement on the 
position between the Trust and the British 
Treasury was submitted, and it was decide 
that that Area Council could not stand over 
the action of the tenants. 

The Council decided to ask the President 
of the Free State to receive a deputation, con- 
sisting of two members of the British Legion 


(Lreland) and one representative each of the 


town tenants and rural tenants, which would 
explain the grievances and ask him to request 
the British Government 

(1) To institute an immediate inquiry into 
the working of the Housing Act, 1919, and 
of the Trust appointed to carry out the pro- 
visions of the Act. 

(2) Hold in abeyance all evictions for 
arrears of rent. 

It was decided also to ask the headquarters 
of the British Legion to request the Treasury 
to stay evictions of ex-Servicemen in Ireland 
until the inquiry has been held.

OPPOSITION'S FEARS Ort. 
PROTECTION. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Vhursday. 

The House of Commons was not greatly 
surprised this afternoon when the Home BSec- 
retary announced that, in view of the time 
available for legislation this session, it ha 
been decided not to proceed with the Night 
Clubs Bill. Sir William Joynson-Hicks also 
stated that he was not in a position to say 
when the Factories Bill would be introduced, 
for it was still under consideration in the 
light of representations made to him. Captain 
Wedgwood Benn immediately asked whether 
the Roel Secretary would give a pledge to 
pass the bill this session, “ That would be 
quite impossible, in view of the activities ol 
the hon. and gallant member,” replied the 
Home Secretary, bringing a blush to the 
cheeks of Captain Benn. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain made one or two 
interesting announcements. He said that the 
Government intended to introduce legislation 
next year in rekard to smoke and noxious 
vapours. abatement, following upon the evi- 
dence taken by the Departmental Committee 
in 1920. He also said that the Government 
had considered the report of the Court of In- 
quiry into methods and conditions of build- 
in; the V'eir steel heuse. They saga to 
accept the Court’s conclusions. e subsidy 
would now be payable in respect of Weir 
houses which fulfilled the conditions laid 
down in the various Housing Acts. 


CHANCELLOR COMPLIMENTED. 


It was quite expected that the House 
would be asked to sit well into the small 
hours in order to conclude the debate on the 
Budget resolutions. All the indications 
pointed to a real old-fashioned all-night 
sitting; but as the result of conversations In 
various quarters it was arranged that two 
davs’ business next week should be com- 
prised into one sitting, and that the new 
Silk duties should not be taken before Mon- 


Vv. 

The feature of to-night’s debate was a 
speech from Sir Archibald Sinclair, the 
Liberal member for Caithness, which earned 
for him the congratulations of Mr. Lloyd 
George. Whether he intended it as 
a personal compliment or not, Sir 
Archibald said that the Budget, 
of flaws as it was, was the best Budget ever 
introduced by a Conservative Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. He, in common with other 
speakers from the Opposition side of the 
House, addressed quite a number of questions 
to the Chancellor, but, unlike some other 
members, he would not regard it as a 
grievance if he did not get a reply. 

He admitted that he did not expect an 
answer: ‘‘ We know the Chancellor too well 
for that,” he observed. Then he proceeded: 
“When Mr. Churchill cannot answer he 
corruscates, and when he rises to-night he 
will, doubtless, dazzle the House with scin- 
tillations of his wit, and amuse his suppor- 
ters by the richness of his rhetoric. His 
supporters will say: ‘‘ Another triumph for 
the Chancellor,’’ but when they wake up to 
morrow, or a day or two afterwards, they 
will receive a shock.” 

Notwithstanding all the talk about the 
McKenna duties, Sir Archibald refused to 
regard the present proposals as having any 
similarity to the McKenna duties, either in 
character, duration or circumstance. Mr. 
McKenna introduced his duties as a tem 
porary war time measure to restrict imports, 
restrain trade, and reduce consumption. Mr. 
Churchill was proposing to reimpose them 
for the purposes of revenue—a totally diffe- 


rent proposition, They were obviously 
intended as a sop, to be thrown 
to the Government's Protect ionist 
supporters, who were prevented by 


the Prime Minister's pledge from 
a frontal attack on the 
(rade. 


MR. CHURCHILL'S DEFENCE» 


Mr. Churcnill, if his speech was not full 
of corruscations and scintillations, was in 
quite good form. He failed to understand all 
this fuss about the McKenna duties, and 
considered it a great mistake to raise on 
them great issues in connection with Protec- 
tion” He reminded his critics that these 
duties were not alone imposed with the 
authority and sanction of Free Trade mem- 
bers mm time of war, but year after year in 
time of peace. | 

As to his own record in the matter, it was 
perfectly true that in the election of 1923. 
when the whole fundamental issue of Free 
rade Versus Protection was’ definitely raised, 
he took up a fighting attitude, but that issue 
did not arise on the present proposals. The 
Prime Minister had given a pledge, and that 
pledge would be faithfully observed. For 
ten years these duties had been incorporated 
in the fiscal system of the country, with 
fruitful résults to the Revenue. It was the 
Labour Chancellor who picked them up and 
brought “them into -the forefront of 
British ~ polities, not . ause they 
infringed: the principles of Free Trade. but 
because he saw in them a means whereby he 
hoped to isolate the Libérals from the Con- 
Servatives, so that he could destroy them at 
his leisure. All that they were doing now 
was to restore the sta/us ao, 


MR. SNOWDEN AND PROTECTION. 

Mr. Snowden was rather more vehement 
than usual. He could quite well understand 
the Chancellor's inability to give credit to 
his opponents for acting in accordance with 
their honest political convictions. At any 
rate, Mr. Snowden’s action in repealing the 
McKenna duties a year ago was not the price 
he had to pay for political apostasy. He 
still maintained that these duties were Pro- 
tective in character, and direct!y violated the 
Prime Minister's pledge. 

The House then divided on Mr. Pethick- 
Lawrence's amendment to exclude motor ears 
and motor cycles and tricycles from the im- 
port duty, with the result that it was re. 
jected by 320 votes to 159. 

There were other amendments dealing with 
the McKenna duties on the paper, but as, by 
agreement, the general principle involved was 
fully discussed on the first, they were put and 
rejected without further debate. Sir John 
Simon withdrew an amendment standing in 
his name to Jimit the operation of the duties 
to one year, stating that he would move it on 
the Committee stage of the Finance Bill. 

With the postponement of the discussion 
on the milk duties until Monday, the House 
passed to the sixth resolution, which deals

This is holding up the sale of 
foreign cars, though it. cannot affect those 
alrendy ordered or on their way to this 
eountry. The warning applies to other 
goods as well, and it is probable that there 
will be a great falling off in imports of 
goods coining under the McKenna duties 
for the present.

The death of Lord Leverhulme, it is said, 
will not interfere greatly with the manage- 
ment of the many businesses with which 
he was associated. He was, it is true, 
the dominating spirit, but under him every 
subsidiary business or department had ‘its 
own managers and directors, with the 
result that they can carry on until further 
notice. It is quite possible that there will 
be no successor to Lor | Leverhulme as sole 
financial head of the business; for it has 
already been found that the sole control 
of such: an immense aggregation of 
interests was too great for one man to 
bear. and it is not so many years since that 
Lord Leverhulme himself agreed to a 
limitation of his activities. 

Lord Leverhulme is succeeded by his son 
the Hon.- William Hulme Lever, who was 
born in 1888, and has been for some years 
acting chairman of the great firm. Al! 
his interests, however, seem to be centred 
in the North: for he is no lover of 
London, much preferring to remain with 
the workers at Port Sunlight, where he 
bas studied every department of the busi- 
ness. He dislikes publicity, and is almo-t 
unknown outside the business circles con- 
trolled by his father. 


An Art Patron. 


Lord Leverhulme’s interest in art was 
somewhat remarkable; for, while he did 
not hesitate to mutilate portraits of him- 
self, and send the remains back to the 
artist, his home at Hampstead shows that 
he had a very great appreciation of all 
that was beautiful. He saved Lancaster 
House, now known as the London Museum, 
for the nation, and took the deepest 
interest in the many collections housed 
there, while he had plans for the utilisa- 
tion of the Duke of Westminster's 
residence in Park Lane, Grosvenor House, 
as an Art Gallery. Very little, however, 
is known regarding these plans, and it 
will be interesting to see if Lord Lever- 
hulme has made arrangements for having 
them carried out after his death.

There was still to be absorbed the 
number of men available to keep ‘those 
machines at work full time.

Mr. Baxter said that if things went on 
as they were going at present, the farmers 
would not be in the country when the next 
Budget came along. A deputation had just 
arrived in Dublin to interview one of the 
Departments of the Government, because 
they had been pressed for their rents, and 
tht their cattle and sheep were dying. The 
Farmers’ Party would admit that the tariffs 
wovu'l give employment to a limited number 
of people. ‘There were, he understood, some 
46, uemployed in the country, and he 
suggested that if the present policy was con- 
tinued, there would be more than 46,000 un! 
er.ployed this time next year. 

A corresponding effort on the part of the 
Ministry to stimulate production in agricul- 
ture would do far more to absorb the unem- 
ployment than the methods that they were 
now adopting.

INITIATIVE. 

He agreed that the Government should 
assist industries by placing technical advice 
with their reach and by better organisa- 
tion; b what it was doing at present was 
destroying the initiative which was far more 
essential to success in industry than tariffs 
Mr. Dalton said that the fact was that 
the farmers required protection against them- 
selves and thet thev shou'd prodnce more. 

THE AGRICULTURAL GRANT. 

Mr. Blythe said that it was impossible 
to dissoviate the resolution from the Budget 
ws a whole.

MAN WHO MADE WORKERS 
HAPPY, 


DEATH OF VISCOUNT 
LEVERHULME. 


—_ 


Viscount Leverhulme of the Western 
Isles died at his residence, The Hill, 
Hampstead, at half-past four o'clock 
yesterday. morning in his seventy-fourth 
year. The cause of death was inflamma- 
tion of the lungs, the result of a bronchial 
atiack. 

Lord Leverhulme has been described as 
one of the richest and most adventurous 
commercial men in the British Empire. 
He began life in a humble way, but his 
great ambition and judiciously directed 
energy soon placed him in the foremost 
rank of merchant princes. 


MESSAGE FROM THE KING. 

The Hon, W. Hulme Lever has received 
the following message from Their Majesties : 
“The King and Queen are much concerned 
to hear of the death of Lord Leverhulme, 
and desire me to convey to you the ex- 
pression of their true sympathy in your 
grievous loss, a loss which will be shared 
by the many who were associated with him 
in his busy life, and in whose welfare 
he evinced a practical interest,—(Signed) 


STAMFORDHAM.”’ 

He was William Hesketh Lever, son of a 
wholesale grocer at Bolton, Lancashire. He 
was educated at Bolton Church Institute, and 
on leaving school became an assistant in his 
father’s grocery business. Cutting and wrap- 

ing up soap was the first task allotted to him. 
t was a small beginning, but, as events 

roved, it set him on the road to fame and 
lean He spent four years behind the 
counter, and, having told his father that he 
wanted to go '“ on the road,” he became a 
traveller, A gift of persuasion and business 
ability won him many clients, and through his 
exertions orders came pouring in. He carried 
on his father’s business until he was over 
thirty years of age. It was then transferred, 
after five years under his own direction, to 
other hands for the handsome consideration 
of ,000. 
Lord Leverhulme moved from Bolton to 
Wigan, and at the age of thirty-five he con 
ducted a thriving business in that town. In 
January, 1886, he bought a small, struggling 
soap manufactory which had a precarious 
existence in, Warrington, and there started 
on his career as a soap manufacturer. His 
ambition soared to dizzy heights, but he did 


nothing hastily or without — careful 
thought. Every move in. his first 
big undertaking was studied, even to 
the smallest detail. The factory soon 


was busy with local orders. In the hope of 
extending his business he ventured a small 
sum on advertising, which afterwards became 
to a great extent the driving power of his 
huge soap-making industry. 

PORT SUNLIGHT. 

The Warrington works Lord Leverhulme 
found too small to cope with the demands of 
his customers, and it was then that Port 
Sunlight appeared on what had been a 
stretch of waste ground on the Cheshire side 
of the Mersey. hat was thirty-seven years 
ago. To-day the prettiest of mode! villages 
has sprung up round the factory buildings, 
and Port Sunlight is recognised as one of the 
social and commercial successes of our age. 
It was the crowning achievement of a wonder- 
ful career. 

HOW TO KEEP “ FIT.” 

Lord Leverhulme, though a septuagenarian, 
was physically strong and healthy. Mentally 
he was as alert as ever, and he controlled 
Isis vast interests almost to the very last. 
“I keep fit,” he said on his last birthday, 
““by taking my pleasure in my work. Work 
is my greatest joy. It is that. and regular 
habits which keep me well. I am never ill, 
and so I am always happy.” His general 
practice was to rise at 4.30 every morning, 
and by 5 o'clock he was dealing with the 
reports that came in every day from all his 
companies. He left his office at 5.30 every 
evening, after working almost continuously, 
and when at home he retired for the night at 
10 o'clock, taking no supper, and generally 
falling asleep as soon as he lay down. He 
never smoked, and though not a teetotaller, 
ne did not touch alcohol except on special 
occasions. 

Lord Leverhulme first stood for Parliament 
as a Radicai in 1900, when he contested the 
Wirral Division of Cheshire. He also con- 
tested Birkenhead on three o¢casions. In 
1906 he was elected as Liberal member for the 
Wirral Division, and he sat until 1910. He 
was created a Baronet in 1911, Baron in 1917, 
and Viscount in 1922. He was a Grand Officer 
of the Belgian Order of Leopold II., an Hon. 
LL.D. of Edinburgh University, and a Junior 
Warden for the Grand Masonic Lodge of 
England. 

Lord Leverhulme married, in 1874, Elizabeth 
Ellen, daughter of Mr. Crompton Hulme, of 
Bolton, by whom he had one son, the Hon. W. 
H. Lever, who succeeds to the title. Lady 
Lever died in 1913. 

The news of Viscount Leverhulme’s death 
was recejved throughout Lewis and Harris 
with profound regret. Though a small minority 
of the people of Lewis did not see eye to eye 
with him in cannection with his schemes of 
social reform and industrial development, he 
was personally popular with all classes. Public 
budies sent telegrams of condolence to the 
Hon. W. Hulme Lever. Some of the public 
bodies will be represented by their Chairmen 
at the funerai, and the Provost of Stornoway 
will attend.

HOW IT WAS DISCOVERED. 

The romance behind the discovery of 
insulin and some secrets of medical 
research were revealed yesterday by Lord 
Mildmay of Flete, Treasurer of the British 
Medical Research Council, when speaking 
at Hastings to the Governors of the Royal 
East Sussex Hospital. 

Dr. Banting, he said, who went to 
France during the war, was wounded, and 
on his return met a young lady with 


whom he fell in love. He was accepted 
by her and purchased a house. He 
furnished it and set up in practice. He 


then conceived the idea that he could dis- 
cover a cure for diabetes. He asked the 
young lady to wait and she agreed. He 
sold his house and furniture and ulti- 
mately gave to the world the wonderful 
discovery of insulin. 

It was said that insulin was not a cure 
for diabetes, but just as a hungry man 
would die if he had no food, so the 
sufferers from diabetes would have a linger- 
ing death were it not for insulin.

AMERICAN A.A.U.S ACTION. 


AGAINST NURMI. 


NEW YORK, Thursday. 

It is not true that Nurmi, the famous 
Finnish runner, has been suspended by the 
American authorities. What has happened 
is that the Secretary of the American 
Amateur Athletic Union has temporarily can- 
celled a number of Nurmi’s engagements, 
following a charge of exorbitant demands for 
expenses, alleged to have been made by 
Nurmi’s manager, Hugo Quist. 

It was alleged by the officials of the recent 
Drake relay meeting that Quist asked for 
a sum of 1,000 dollars expenses for Nurmi’s 
participation in the meeting. This sum was 
not paid, and the publication of the story 
was followed by strenuous denials. Quist is 
now hurrying across country to New York 
to submit his accounts to Mr. Rubien, the 
Amateur Athletic Union Secretary.

“i T has been the custom for the enemies 

of Ulster tu decry the contributions to 
Britain’s services, on the ground that so- 
called grants frc . the Imperial Treasury 
have largely neutralised their values,' said 
the Right Hon. H, M. Pollock, in intro- 
ducing his Budget into the Northern 
Parliament yesterday. He pointed out 
that they had paid £19,500,000 into the 
British Treasury since 1922. 

“ We claim,” he added, “ that these 
grants have not been made for Ulster 
services. They are the outcome of Imperial 
policy, for which we are in no wise 
responsible, and we repudiate the con-

dicants. on Britain’s bounty. If we are 
to be burdened with the defence of the 
province, then we should be able to com- 
mand Ulster’s revenues for this purpose. 
“Tf, as is unthinkable, we had con- 
sented to surrender our British citizenship, 
as so many of Britain's enemics hoped and 
desired, we sho. ld have had ample means 


for all our requirements, and Britain 
would have received no contribution for the 


past four years, and, therefore, no assist- 
ance for her financial burdens.”’ 


THE COLWYN REPORT. 


He stated that apart from the obligations 
of the two great burdens of unemployment 
insurance and Special Constabulary, which 
are now in process of solution, the general 
finances of the province are in a perfectly 
sound condition. 

‘The principle underlying the decision of 
the Colwyn Committee is that Northern Ire- 
land's total expenditure on local services 
should be admitted to keep pace with the 
total expénditure of Britain on an equivalent 
basis per head of the population—that is, if 
Great Britain increased her local expenditure 
by 10s. per head of her population, we in 
Northern Ireland can do the same.

proportion to those in, Great Britain.

SOME FIGURES. 
Dealing with the figures for the past 
financial year he gave the following facts :— 
The transferred taxes estimated at 
£1,116,000 produced £1,595,000, mainly due 
to two windfalls in Estate Duties and special 
receipt of Stamp Duty from the local regis- 

tration of a large issue of stock. 
Reserved taxes were £8,185,000, or £335.000 


over the estimate, mainly arising from 


Customs and Excise. 


Land purchase annuities produced £661,000, 
a decrease of £12.000. 

The Post Office revenue was £1,000 less 
than the estimate. 

The total revenue for last year was 
£11,529,000—or £360,000 over the estimate. 

The expenditure of last year approximated 
very closely to the estimates. The Post Office 
loss was reduced to £20,000. -Three years 
ago it was £112,000. 

The North's contribution to the Imperial 
Services was £5,472,000 (against estimate of 
£5,512,000), and the surplus of £151,000 goes 
automatically to the Sinking Fund. 


CHANGES IN TAXATION. 
Turning to the new financial year, Mr. 
Pollock said that. he bad to rely on the 
officers of the Imperial Treasury for all 
estimates of reserved revenue, and making 
allowances for the changes in taxation intro- 
duced into the British Parliament, the follow- 
ing results were expected to accrue to the

GREAT SEA FIGHT 
RECALLED. 


DEATH OF ADMIRAL 
STURDEE, 


-“ 


Admiral of the Fleet Sir Doveton 
Sturdee died from meningo encephalitis at 
his residence, Wargrave House, Camber- 
ley, Surrey, yesterday. He was 65 years 


of age. 

To Admiral Sturdee, during the Great 
War, belonged the credit of the dramatic 
victory at the Falkland Islands. A-German 
squadron, under Von Spee, had sunk Admiral 
Craddock, with the Good Hope and the Mon- 
mouth, off Coronel. Lord Fisher secretly sent 
Sturdee, with the Invincible, the Inflexible, 
the Carnarvon, the Kent, the Glasgow, and 
the Bristol, to find Von Spee. Sturdee had 
just coaled at the Falklands when Von Spee, 
with the Scharnhorst, the Gneisenau, the 
Nurnburg, the Dresden, and the Leipzig, 
steamed up to capture the Falklands, Too 
late the Germans saw the tripod masts of 
Sturdee‘s battle cruisers. Von Spee’s entire 
squadron was sunk. 

““H. was a good stand up fight,’’ Sturdee 
afterwards said, “and I will always say I 
had creat regard for my opponent, Admiral 
Von Spee. At least he gave us a chance by 
coming to call on me, and he came at a 
very convenient hour, because | had just about 
finished dressing and was able to give orders 
to raise steam at full speed, and go down to a 
good breakfast ”’ 

The enemy lost 2,000 men, of whom by far 
the greater number were killed by gun-fire. 
The entire British casualties were ól, inelud- 
ing 14 killed, and the vessels were so slightly 
damaged that they soon returned to their 
positions in the Grand Fleet. 

Admirai Sturdee’s son, Commander Lionel 
A. D. Sturdee. who was born in 1884. suc- 
ceeds to the baronetcy. 

Before the war Admiral Sturdee was chiefly 
known in the Navy aa a torpedo expert, and 
when the conflict took place between the 
Fisher and Beresford parties in the service he 
was regarded as the mainstay on the Beres- 
ford side. He was chief of Staff to Lord 
Charles Beresford, both in the Mediterranean 
and the Channel Fleets. 


Since the war 1“ far as the 
pub:c is concerned, he bas been 
chiefly associated with the schema, 


whicn is now on its way to completion, for 
restoring His Majesty’s ship Victory to

her original state. To this he brought not 
only a fine service enthusiasm, but a great 
deal ef knowledge and care. 

For his service in the Battle of Falkland 
Islands he was mentioned in despatches and 
received a Parliamentary grant of £10,000. 
He had been Chief of Staff at the Admiralty 
when the war began, but after the Falkland 
fight he went again to sea, took part in the 
Battle of Jutland Bank (1916) was mentioned 
in despatches, and created K.C.M.G. Sir 
Doveton was Commander-in-Chief at the 
Nore from 1918 to 1921. 


The last meeting that Admiral Sturdee 
attended before his fatal illness was im con- 
nection with the Society for Nautical 
Research. He then appeared to be in 


indifferent health. i 

The death of Admiral Sturdee is deeply 
deplored by the civic authorities in the 
Chatham, Rochester and Gillingham districts, 
where he took a keen interest in municipal 
affairs, and was he!d in very high esteem. 
Flags were flving at half-mast yesterday on 
Rochester Castle and Chatham Town Hall. 


SIR DOVETON STURDEE. 

Admiral of the Fleet Sir Doveton Sturdee 
will ever be remembered for the action off the 
Falkland Islands, in which he completely 
defeated and sank the squadron of Von Spee. 
It was the most decisive naval action of the 
Great War, says 7’he Times, in the course of 
an obituary notice, the result of a brilliant 
stroke of strategical insight, and was, more- 
over, a pioneer action, in which the worth 
of the battle cruiser was for the first time 
tested. 

Frederick Charles Doveton Sturdee was 
born on June 9th, 1859, the son of Captain 
F. R. Sturdee, RN. His mother was a 
daughter of Colonel Hodson, of St. Helena, 
and she was married to Captain Sturdee at 
St. Helena on board H.M.S.. Waterwitch. 
The boy was sent to the old Royal Naval 
School at New Cross. and entered the Navy 
at the age of 12 in 1871. He had no “ gold 
spoon ” in his mouth, but made his way to 
the top by merit. In his examination for 
Lieutenant he took three “‘ firsts,’’ and later 
on he won the snecial torpedo prize at the 


Royal Naval College, and was twice 
awarded the gold medal of the Royal 
United Service _ Institution. It was 


significant of the character of the man that 
only eleven years after his entry he married 
Marion Adelaide, daughter of Mr. W. Jd. 
Andrews, and thus early assumed the full 
responsibilities of life.

SETTLEMENT IN SIGHT. 
COPENHAGEN, Thursday. 
The end of the great Danish industrial 
strike is at last in sight. For over two 
months there has been a lock-out of in- 
dustrial concerns throughout the country, 
considerably over 200,000 workmen having 
been workless during this period. Now, 
after two days’ discussion, the labour leaders 
declare their willingness to renew negotia- 
tions with the employers, and to discuss 
terms upon which a general return to work 
can be made. i 
The voting in favour of resuming negotia- 
tions with the employers was 570, while only 
five delegates opposed. ‘There is now a feel- 
ing of hopefulness that the conflict will be 
over shortly.

PLEA FOR RETURN TO OLD 
LEGISLATION, 


The opinion that the old legislation in 
regard to bona-fide travellers should be re- 
verted to was expressed at a meeting of 
Donegal Branch of the Irish Licensed Vint- 
ners’ Association. 

Discussing the question of the abolition of 
wayside publichouses, a member said that the 
labourers in the country were entitled to get 
a drink after their day’s work without having 
to go, perhaps, nine or ten miles to the 
nearest town. The matter should be consi- 
dered on the basis of the area served by the 
country publichonse, 

The question of compensating traders whose 
business may he suspended also was discussed, 
it being stated that the general opinion was 
that at least fifty per cent. of the compen- 
sation would have to be borne by the 
“ trade ” itself.

WHY AN OFFER WAS 
REJECTED.

In the Dail yesterday, Captain W. A. Red- 
mond asked the Minister for Finance whether 
his attention had been drawn to a statement 
in the weekly Dublin Press to the effect that 
the decision to accept the offer of M. Lippens 
for the creation of a sugar beet industry in- 
volved the rejection of another offer from a 
Continental firm of the highest reputation and 
competence, which offered to accept a much 
smaller subsidy ; whether the alleged rejected 
offer would effect a saving to the State, on 
the Minister’s own estimate of the sugar pro- 
duction for ten years, of about £400, ; 
whether, in fact, the price of the sugar beet 
crop to the farmers provided in the alleged 
rejected offer was not based upon but higher 
than the price given in England to the 
farmers; whether the alleged rejected offer 
was based upon a condition that the State 
should subscribe £150,000 (half the capital 
required), and whether this was done ause 
it had been so stated officially by the Inter- 
Departmental Committee, and if the Minister 
considers it would not be more profitable for 
the State to accept such an offer and provide 
half the capital and secure a suitable price for 
the farmérs if in the result, a saving of at 
least £400,000 in the ten years’ period could 
be effected. 

Mr. Blythe said that the acceptance of the 
offer of M. Lippens for the inauguration of a 
suzar beet industry involved the rejection of 
other offers, including an offer from a firm 
which would have received for sugar produc- 
tion, apart from other assistance, a smaller 
subsidy than that asked for by M. Lippens. 
The rate of ‘State assistance’ required by the 
firm in question was to be equivalent to the 
Customs duty on sugar, so long as that duty 
was at the rate of 17s. ld. per cwt., or more. 
When the offer was made the Customs duty 
on sugar was 25s. 8d. per cwt, 

If State assistance to the beet sugar industry 
here were given at the rate of 17s. ld. per 
cwt., instead of at the rates mentioned in 
my Budget statement, there would be a 
saving to the State of approximately £490,000 
over the ten years’ period, provided that the 
estimated amonnts were actually produced. 

THE PRICE TO FARMERS. 

The price proposed to be given to the 
farmers in the rejected offer might in some 
cases have been higher than the minimum 
price of 44s. per ton insisted upon in Great 
Britain as a condition for the granting of a 
subsidy; but fell considerably short of the 
price which beet sugar manufacturers have 


found it necessary to offer to secure the 
growing of a sufficient quantity of beets 
for their factories. Moreover, the pre- 
posterous condition owas attached that 
the price to be raid for beets was 


to be reduced or increased by Is. per ton for 
every shilling per cwt. by which the average 
wholesale price of granulated sugar was 
below or above 45s. per cwt. The reduction 
in the Customs duty on sugar this year, re- 
sulting in a corresponding reduction in whole- 
sale price, would have meant a fall in the 
price to be paid for beet, approximately 16s. 
per ton. No farmers would grow beet on 
such terms. 

The rejected offer was based upon a con- 
dition that the State should subscribe three- 
fifths of the capital required for the proposed 
factory, and be entitled to two-fifths of the 
profits; while the shares were to be allotted 
in such a way that the Government répre- 
sentatives would be out-voted in any matter 
concerning the management of the industry. 

The Inter-Departmental Committee inti- 
mated to the representative of the firm in 
question that they were authorised to con- 
sider and report on offers contemplating the 
provision of part of the capital from Govern- 
ment sources. On no occasion was it stated 
officially or otherwise by the Committee that 
the Government was prepared to subscribe 
one-half of the capital required, 

If the rejected offer had been accepted the 
saving to the Exchequer as compared with 
the estimated cost of the subsidy to M. Lip- 
pens would, I imagine, far exceed the £490,000 
mentioned by the Deputy, as I do not 
believe that a single ton of beet would have 
been delivered at the factory in the ten year 
period on the terms I have outlined. The 
State would, however, have lost the capital 
sum of £150,000. and the establishment of a 
sugar industry would have been as far away 
as-ever, : 

GOVERNMENT SATISFIED. 

The Government is completely satisfied that 
it has accented the offer which affords the 
best chance for a successful issue to the ex- 
periment of the manufacture of sugar from 
home-grown beet without casting an undue 
burden on the taxpayer. | 

Captain Redmond said that on the Minister's 
own estimate that the rejected offer amounted 
to a subsidy of 17s. ld. per cwt., and 2s. 6d. 
& cwt. added to that would net bring the 
subsidy up to 23s. given to English farmers. 

Mr. Blythe said that the arrangement had 
been made now. 

Captain Redmond said that no bill had been 
passed yet, and before the Government de- 
cided definitely; could not the matter be 
referred to a financial committee of the 
Hoase? 

Mr. Blythe—No, sir; the Government is 
taking the responsibility in this matter. 


RED PARADE BOMB. 


EXECUTIONS FOLLOW 
MOSCOW MAY DAY INCIDENT. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

VIENNA, Thursday. 

A despatch received here from Moscow 
states that during a parade of the Red 
troops on May 1 a soldier threw a bomb 
at M. Frunze, the President of the Revolu- 
tionary War Council, who was commanding 
the parade from Lenin's mausoleum. 

No damage was done, as the bomb did 
not explode. The despatch declares that 
the whole detachment of military from 
which direction the bomb was thrown was 
immediately surrounded by other troops. 
The despatch concludes :—*‘ The culpables 
were executed the same day.”’

HOME OFFICE TALKS WITH 
SCOTLAND YARD, 


The Daily Matt understands that a number 
of conferences have been held between the 
Home (fiice and the special branch of New 
Scotland Yard to pedis sa means of frustrat 
ing Bolshevist plots, It is understood that 
the Government is now considering the with- 
drawai of the ful! diplomatic privileges en- 
joyed by Bolsheviks, special immunity which 
they were generously granted by Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonaid’s Government. : 

One of the results of the Home Office-New 
Scotland Yard conferences is that the police 
are closely watching all known Bolshevist 
propagandists in Great Britain. The history 
of almost all the Bolsheviks is known, and 
it is because the authorities are daily in- 
formed of their actions and movements that 
there is a growing feeling in official circles 
that the whole gang should be cleared out at 
once. There are about 700 Bolsheviks plot- 
ting in England and Scotland to spread dis- 
content and discord. “They are on the Clyde, 
in the big industrial. centres, and even in 
Government Departments in Whitehall. 


DEATH OF SIR EYRE COOTE. 


Sir Eyre Coote, of West Park, Hampshire, 
died on Wednesday in a narsing home, after 
an operation, at the age of 68, says T'he 
Times. He was the head of a branch of the 
Cootes, extinct Earls of Mountrath and Bella- 
mont, now Baronets of Ballyfin. The son of 
Eyre Coote, of West Park, he was descended 
from a brother of General Sir Eyre Coote, 
K.B., the famous Indian Commander. He 
was born on December 3ist, 1857, and was 
sent to Eton. Besides the English estates, he 
succeeded also to family property in Ireland, 
and was High Sheriff for Queen's County in 
1886, and for County Dublin in 1903, receiv- 
ing on the latter occasion the honour of 
Knighthood. He was a D.L. for Queen's 
County arid a J.P. for Wiltshire and p- 
shire, and was Chairman of the Fordingbridge 
Bench. He married in 1892 EF Mary, 
daughter of the Rev. Edward Cadogan.

POLAR FLIGHT 
DELAY. 


SNOWSTORMS AT 
SPITZBERGEN. 


AMUNDSEN HELD UP BY 
BAD WEATHER. 


- 


APTAIN AMUNDSEN’S flight to the 
North Pole, which is to be made from 
Spitzbergen, may be delayed owing to 
weather conditions. A special wireless 
message received last night from the Farm 
states that there are low clouds and a 
driving snowstorm, and, unless conditions 
materially alter, the start will not take 
place to-day, as had been hoped. 


BY WIRELESS FROM THE FARM. 


DANES ISLAND, SPITZBERGEN, 
Wednesday, 8 p.m. 
(Delayed owing to atmospheric 
disturbances.) 

The Farm and the Hobby arrived off the 
North coast of Spitzbergen this morning. We 
have since patrolled the coast line with the 
ohject of finding the best starting place; but 
it appears impossible to find level fjord ice 
for the start, as the edge of the ice is packed. 
Aiter ascertaining that it was impossible to 
enter Kobb’s Bay and Wellmann s Bay, «r 
ferce the ice to the north of Amsterdam 
Island, the vessels entered the south channel! 
between Danes Island and the mainland of 
Spitzbergen, where conditions are relatively 
good, with a long stretch of sheltered . pen 
water. 

Captain Amundsen has been advised of this 
to-day, and it is, therefore, probable that a 
start will be made from the south channel, 
where the planes will be fuelled alongside the 
Hobby. 

Ice conditions are not very good at present, 
as northerly winds are sweeping the drift 
we southwards. ‘The drift ice from King’s 
Bay lies northwards in a curve to Amsterdam 
Island, three-quarters of a mile from their 
shore. 

After the Farn, and the Hobby left King’s 
Bay we expected to receive word that the 
planes were ready to start, but under engine 
tests it was discovered that a new carburetter 
was necessary, aud to-day the Farm is with- 
out news as to when the planes are arriving. 

Meteorologists express their satisfaction at 
this, as local weather conditions here are not 

oo1 to-day, with clouds and driving snow. 

he temperature fell from minus 12 to minus 
15 degrees centigrade (i.¢e., 4 to 5 degrees 
Fahrenheit). 

Meanwhile the clondy weather is quite local, 
as it 1s quite clear both northwards and 
southward. Here visibility is bad owing to 
winds from the Polar basin sweeping the cold 
air couthwards towards the warmer open sea. 

Therefore, there are clouds over the whole 
of the northern coast of Spitzbergen, but it 
is clear inland over the ice. : 

Utherwise meteorological conditions gener- 
ally are unchanged, with high pressure over 
the basis between the Pole and Spitzbergen, 
and « surrounding iow pressure, but the 
pressure over Labrador is not expected to 
affect flying, and it is sweeping southwards 
with the most northerly edge touching 
Iceland. 

SOUTH CHANNEL, Wednesday, 9 p.m. 

The Farm and the Hobby are moored at 
the edge of the ice in South Channel. The 
weather continues cloudy, with driving snow. 
Hence the meteorologists to-night telegraphed 
to Captain Amundsen, advising him not to 
start to-morrow. Haneerup and Horgen have 
jointly made an observation of the coastline, 
with the object of finding a starting piace. 

They are telegraphically recommending the 
South Channel as the best in the circvin-. 
stances, and this is regarded as the certain 
starting place. 

SPITZBERGEN, Thursday, 1 p.m. 

The weather outlook at noon to-day is 
good. Flying prospects northward and to the 
southward no change. | 

Here at the north of Spitzbergen there are 
low clouds, with snowstorms driving before 
the north wind. 

If there is no alteration during the day, the 
meteorologists will advise Captain Amundsen 
not to start to-morrow. The ice conditions 
remain unchanged.—(Cenrran News Copy-

A NEW PROBLEM.

Vhe Times, in a leading article upon the 
report now issued of the Parhamentary 
Commission sent out to the East African 
territories at, the end of last year observes - 
East Africa is not now a mere geographical 
expression. It represents a special problem 
difierent from those of the Bt ee regious ol 
the Continent. I¢ also represents a new and 
definite responsibility. This responsibility lies 
upon the British people, and the novelty of 
the charge, if it is bewildering at timés, 
should have a stimulating effect. 

A little while ago these regions of Africa 
were a mystery, illumined only by flashes cf 
gallant enterprise. Now within this century 


the modern world, with its ardours, con- 
fusions and conflicts, has broken in. ‘The 
mystery is gone. [he swift movements cf 


history have caught Africa in their whirl. 
Isvlated efforts, separate tendencies, mis 
sionary zeal, commercial and ecientific enter 
prise, diplomatic rivalries, administrative 
efforts to overtake and guide all the new 
impulses, and finally the war, have created 
in East Africa an utterly new situation, with 
a confusion of new problems, which, if they 
are to be solved successfully, must be boldly 
faced as a whole. This opportunity is give 
now to the British people. It is a fascinating 
ew. 

The great area of East Africa is a new and 
very promising asset of the Empire, but it 
can never yield its full value if it is left et 
the merey of half measures and hand-to-imouth 
expedients. It is high time to co-ordinate, 
to take long views, to deal boldly and 
imaginatively with the problem as a whole. 
And the great merit of the Commission's 
report is that it suggests a whole view of the 
problem and presents East Africa as a unity.

3,000 ARRESTS, 


In a message from Sofia last night, The 
Zimes Correspondent states :—From a source 
worthy of full confidence, | have obtained 
the following facts about the internal situa- 
tion. Yesterday the total number of those 
under arrest throughout Bulgaria amounted 
to some 5,000, of whom 700 were in Sofia, 
and most of the rest in the districts of 
Vratsa and Shumen. Comparatively few 
peasants have been arrested. ‘These figures 
considérably exceed those already tele- 
graphed, but the increasé is partially due to 
the fresh discoveries made by the authorities 
since the court-martial began to sit, and the 
consequent necessity for further arrests. 

From the same source I learn that the 
period of detention is usually very short, and 
that every day prisoners are being released, 
but the Communist organisation is extensive, 
and has representatives in all the towns and 
larger villages. The authorities believe that 
they have laid hands on nearly all the mem- 
bers of the Intelligentsia taking part in the 
Communist movement, but one or two groups 
of young and fanatical Communists are still 


at large, and it is being found very difficult 
to discover them. It is now fairly certain 
that the former Deputies Petrini and 


Kossowsky met with violent deaths as re- 
prisals directly after the outrage in the 
Cathedral.

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DRAINAGE BILL. 


A COMPREHENSIVE 
MEASURE. 


COUNTY COUNCILS’ 
POWERS. 


‘PROBLEM OF FINANCE, 
Comprehensive provisions for the 


drainage of lamd are contained in the 
Arterial Drainage Bill, which was intro- 
duced by the Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Finance in the Dail on 
Wednesday. 

The text of the measure was published 


yesterday. It is entitled “‘An Act to 
make provision for the drainage of land 
and the improvement of land by 


drainage.’’ 

The expression “ lands '” whenever used 
in the Bill is to be taken as meaning lands, 
buildings, and premises of every descrip- 
tion, whether urban or rural. 

PETITIONS. — 

According to the second section of the mea 
sure, any six or more rated occupiers of lands 
liable to flooding or capable of improvement by 
drainage may petition the county council to 
vorks executed. The 


have the necessary 
petition is to be add sed to the county 
coungil in a form presgribed by the Com- 


missioners of Public Wofks. If the lands are 
situated in several counties the petition must 
be add:essed to the several county councils 

‘The procedure then. is that the council will 
refer the petition to the county surveyor for 
his report on the general merits of the pro- 
posals. Upon receiving the report the counci! 
shall consider both the petition and report, 
and, if it thinks fit, pass a resolution 
(a) approving of the proposals ; (5) requestinz 
the Commissioners of Public Works to 
examine the proposals and consider whether 
a drainage scheme should be prepared and a 
separate drainage district constituted to give 
effect to the proposals; and (¢) undertaking 
that if a separate drainage district is con. 
stituted the council would maintain the 
drainage works constructed and collect and 
pay the terminable annuity, maintenance rates 
and other moneys collectable or payable by 
them in respect of the construction or main- 
tenance of such works. 

lf the Commissioners decide for the petition 
they will proceed to draw up the scheme 
required. 


EXPENSES. 

Where a drainage scheme is carried out 
and a separate drainage district is consti- 
tuted the experses incurred by the Com. 
missioners in considering and examining the 
petition, etc., shall be considered part of the 


general expenses of carrying the scheine 
mto execution. Where a scheme is, 
for any reason, no fully carried 


out,’and no separate drainage district is con- 
stituted, the expenses, together with the ex 
penses incurred in the carrying out of the 
scheme, “5 far as it has been carried out, 
shall be defrayed as follows :—Two-thirds out 
of money provided by the Oireachtas, and 
one-third by the county council or councils 
concerned, in such proportions as the Minis. 
ter of Local Government directs. 

When a scheme has been prepared the 
Commissioners will give notice of it in the 
Iris Oifigiud, and time will be given for the 
lodgment of objections. the aggregate 
value of the lands occupied by “ dissenting 
occupiers ” is more than half the total value 
of all the lands dealt with in the scheme, 
the Commissioners shall take no further 
steps in regard to the proposed works. If 
the aggregate value is less than half the 
total the Commissioners will examine 
objections, and any of these which are 
rejected by.the Commissioners wil! represent 
the subject of a public inguirv. Having re- 
ceived the report of this inquiry the Com 
missioners may make such alteration in the 
scheme as they shall think fit, and present 
it then to the Minister of Finance for con- 
firmation. 


Within a month after the making 
of ,the order confirming the scheme, 
the Commissioners must serve a copy of 


the order on the several reputed proprietors, 
owners, and rated or other occupiers of all 
lands, rights and other property which the 
scheme proposes compulsorily to acquire, in 
terfere with or affect. After that order has 
been served the Commissioners can proceed 
to put the scheme into execution. In the 
matter of compulsory acquisition of lands, 
premises, easements, etc., the amount of com- 
pensation payable shall, in default of agree- 
ment, he fixed under, and in accordance with. 
the Acquisition of Land (Assessment of 
Compensation) Act, 1919. 


FINANCE. 

With regard to the provision of money for 
carrying cut the scheme, Section 15 of the 
bill says:—‘* The money necessary to defray 
the cost and expenses incurred by the Com- 
missioners in carrying out the drainace scheme 
and executing the works therein specified (in 
cluding all compensation and other moneys 
payable and all incidental expenses) shall be 
provided as follows :— 

(a) The Minister for Finance may pay 
out of moneys to be provided by the 
Oireachtas so much as he shall think 
proper of such costs and expenses ; 

(bo) The council of any county in which 
the area proposed in the drainage scheme 
to be constituted a separate drainage dis- 
trict or any part of such area is situate 
may out of the county fund or out of 
moneys raised for the purpose by borrow- 
ing under this Act pay to the Commis 
sioners so much of such costs and expenses 
as such council shall with the approval of 
the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health think proper ; 

(c) The balance of such costs and ex 
penses over and above the amounts (if 
anv) provided under the foregoing para- 
graphs shall be advanced by the Com- 
missioners out of moneys under their con- 
trol and applicable to loans and shall be 
repaid to the | Commissioners in the 
manner hereinafter provided. '' 

So soon as the drainage scheme has been 
fully carried out the Commissioners will pre- 
pare and publish a draft award ‘showing 
among other things—(a) the total amount of 
all costs and expenses incurred in carrying 
out the scheme; (b) the amount defrayed out 
of moneys advanced by the Commissioners ; 
(c) the amount of the terminable annuity bv 
which the advances by the Commissioners are 
to be repaid in accordance with the Act; (d) 


the proportions in which the lands 
drained or improved are to be lable 
to contribute to the drainage rate 


for payment of the said terminable annuity 
end the annual cost of the maintenance of 
the said works; (e) the county or counties 
in which the lands in question are situate, 
and where such lands are situate in more than 
one county, the proportions in which the 
advances bv the Commissioners, the interest 
thereon, the terminable annuity and the 
annual cost of maintenance are to be borne 
by the respective Councils. 


PUBLIC INQUIRY. 

In fixing, for the purposes of the draft 
award or a final award, the proportions in 
which any sum or rate is to be borne by 
the quantities of lands drained or improved, 
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the Commissioners will have regard to the | 
extent to which such lands were respectively 
prunes or benefited. 
‘his draft award will then, according to 
Section 15, be the subject of a public inquiry 
conducted by some appointed by the 
Commissioners. With the report of that in- 
quiry before them, they will make such altera. 
tions in the draft award as they think proper. 
A final award will then be made in the terms 
of the previous awerd as altered. This, when 
duly enrolled,' will be conclusive avd bind- 
ing on all parties, 
rhe repayment. of advances made by the 
Commissioners will be made by mé@ans of a 
terminable annuity (with interest at a rate 
directed by the Minister for ew we calcu- 
lated in such manner and continuing for such 
a number of veara as the Minister of Finance 
shall order. The terminable annuity for the 
repayment of the advances by the Commis 
sioners shall be paid to them by the County 
Couneil on whose county fund the annuity is 
charged. 
The final award of the Commissioners will 
charge the County Council or Councils con 
cerned with the duty of mon the 
drainage works in good repair and condition. 
The costs and expenses incurred therein by 
the Councils will be raised off the drainage 
districts by means of the drainage rate. 
MAINTENANCE RATE. 
All moneys required for the upkeep o: 
maintenance of a drainage district will be 
raised by the County Council by means of a 
rate (to be known as the “‘drainage rate “), 
assessed on the rated occupiers of the lands 
situated in the district. This rate will he 
made at the same time as the poor rate, and 
may, if the County Council thinks fit, be 
collected with the poor rate. 
The duty of maintaining the drainage works 
will be performed by a committee, consisting 
ef such members of the County Council as 
the Minister for Local Government may direct. 
Substantial penalties are prescribed for 
offences under Sections 27 and 28, which deal 
respectively with wilful obstruction of the 
Commissioners in their work, and with cen- 
travention of any of the by-laws which the 
County Council Committee may make for the 
proper maintenance and administration of the 
scheme.

HOW TO IMPROVE THE 
INDUSTRY. 
—— 


The most interesting evidence heard by 
the Gaeltacht Commission at its sitting 
in Dublin yesterday was given by Mr 
lL. ©. Moriarty, of the Department o! 
Fisheries. He said that between 750 and 
1,000 persons were “altogether dependent 
on the fishing industry and about 25,000 
were partially dependent on it. The 
tendency, however, was towards a diminu- 
ticn of these numbers. He made various 
suggestions for the improvement of the 
fishing industry. 

The volume of mackerel fishing, he said, 
jar exceeded that of other fisheries off the 
Irish coast. It was very doubtful whether 
the spring mackerel would be of much use 
i- future. The English people were not 
taking that fish, except at a very low 
piice, and the Americans preferred the 
autumn mackerel. There was no difficulty 
in disposing of herring.
